three feeding clubs had a total en- 
rollment of 944 members. 
Only 575 


have reported, but these fed 660 pigs 
which produced 158.021, pounds 
of 


pork worth $27,016.57. 
Twenty-two 


breeding clubs bad 156 members who 
owned $10,500 worth 
of 
pure-bred 


sows. 


The Brash Valley club of Indiana 


county, with a membership of seven, 
stood first in the state, having a 
socre of 90.2 per cent. 
The club 


score is made on a basis of 50 per 
cent for individual merit of pig-, 40 
per cent for gam per day and 10 per 
cent for the report made by the boy 
or girl of his or her work. The Hick- 
ory Corners club of Noithumberland 
county had a score of 88 per cent for 
four members. 
The Worthington; 


club in Aimstrong county with 135 
members made a score of 86.6 per 
cent. Bucks county was the leading 
county in pig feeding, while Schuyl- 
kilt county led, in pig breeding. A piff 
and corn judging team from Bucks 
county took fir.it place in pig judg- 
ing at the Eastern States Exposition 
last fall. 
This team competed with 


judging teams 
fiom 
ten eastern 


.states. 


The pig club idea is well establish- 


ed throughout the United States it 
having been the means of introduc- 
ing well-bred fctock and better feed- 
ing methods in many communities. 
Work in Pennsylvania has been sat- 
isfactory and will continue along the 
same lines in 1920. The ownership of 
a pig gives a boy or a girl a sense 
of responsibility. The care and man- 
agement of the animal teaches effect- 
ive livestock management. The work 
ih profitalbe, and an interest in wejl- 
bied stock is developed which will be 
of service to tlie livestock industry of 
Pennsylvania when these youngsters 
own or manage their own farm.s.

Over a 'thousand members were en- 


rolled in boys' and girls' pig clubs in 
Pennsylvania last year, according to 
a report from C. G. McBride, ia 
charge of club work in the Pennsyl- 
vania State College agricultural ex- 
tension service. 
One hundred 
and 


three feeding clubs had a total en- 
rollment of 944 members. 
Only 575 


have reported, but these fed 660 pigs 
which produced 158.021, pounds 
of 


pork worth $27,016.57. 
Twenty-two 


breeding clubs bad 156 members who 
owned $10,500 worth 
of 
pure-bred 


sows. 


The Brash Valley club of Indiana 


county, with a membership of seven, 
stood first in the state, having a 
socre of 90.2 per cent. 
The club 


score is made on a basis of 50 per 
cent for individual merit of pig-, 40 
per cent for gam per day and 10 per 
cent for the report made by the boy 
or girl of his or her work. The Hick- 
ory Corners club of Noithumberland 
county had a score of 88 per cent for 
four members. 
The Worthington; 


club in Aimstrong county with 135 
members made a score of 86.6 per 
cent. Bucks county was the leading 
county in pig feeding, while Schuyl- 
kilt county led, in pig breeding. A piff 
and corn judging team from Bucks 
county took fir.it place in pig judg- 
ing at the Eastern States Exposition 
last fall. 
This team competed with 


judging teams 
fiom 
ten eastern 


.states. 


The pig club idea is well establish- 


ed throughout the United States it 
having been the means of introduc- 
ing well-bred fctock and better feed- 
ing methods in many communities. 
Work in Pennsylvania has been sat- 
isfactory and will continue along the 
same lines in 1920. The ownership of 
a pig gives a boy or a girl a sense 
of responsibility. The care and man- 
agement of the animal teaches effect- 
ive livestock management. The work 
ih profitalbe, and an interest in wejl- 
bied stock is developed which will be 
of service to tlie livestock industry of 
Pennsylvania when these youngsters 
own or manage their own farm.s.
